It 
has been called by one paper “the most 
vigorous expression of confidence in 
the business outlook” and by another 
as demonstrating “in a quict spectac- 
War manner a new belief in the sound 
ness of the economic. foundations of 
the country.” On the other hand, the 
announcement that unemployment in 
the United States has reached unusu- 
ally high figures has been puzzling. 
Why, if there {9 so much prosperity 
should there be so _many men out of 
‘work? 

It is doubtful if the stock market is 
an accurate gauge of Busines rondi- 
tons, The Commercial Chronicle 
brands the recent action cf th market 
as “unbridied speculation in utter dis 
regard of the fundamental conditions 
that must In the end govern real val- 
ues.” The New York Journal of Com 
merce, a conservative business. dally, 
agrees with this criticism. : 

“As a matter of fact the present 
“market does not reflect “in any | 
truthful or accurate way the gen- 
eral state of. business, nor does it 
indicate how far the outlook for in 
dustrial activity or profit warrants 
improvement in security values. 

A great deal of the present trading

” A correspondent of Willison's Month- 


* ly, in an analysis of the national bud- 


get of 1928, draws attention to what he 
considers an inconsistency.

by the placing of woolen yarns on the 
preferential free list. , 
The inconsistency is perhaps greater 
that the writer intended to represent 
it. The policy of the present govern- 
ment has always ‘been to afford aid 
and encouragement to the basic.jndus- 
tries, more particularly the basic in- 
‘dustry of agriculture, even, when deem

facturing industries. In this case dis- 
erimination is shown, not in favor of a 
baste Industry, but against it.

was unsympathetic and a rigid discip- 
Mnarian. It was not without reason 
That_he was called “the Iron Duke.” 


“And yet the merciless discipline en- 


forced by him, which made him unppop 
ular with his armies, was one of the 
causes of his uniform success in the 
field and of his great reputation.

This advertisement 
tells where and how to get an Income 
Tax form; when it should be sent in, 
and to, whom sent; tells all sources of 
income that are taxed; makes clear all 
exemptions; and gives a complete sch- 
edulé of income tax rates., 

For taking such a-step, the Govern- 
ment is to be thanked. It will save thou 
sands of persons a great deal of trou- 
ble; save the Government much work 
and expense; and make for informa- 
tion and efficiency all round.

Toronto, April 26.—One of the larg- 
est bank holdups in the history of Tor 
onto was carried out by three armed 
bandits today at the Standard Bank of 
Canada Branch, McCaul and Elm 
streets, when cash and securities to- 
talling about $29,000 were secured and 
carried off.
